St. Louis, April 16.—Woodville 
Thurston, 27 years old, a negro re­ 
siding at 5447 Bartmer avenue, was 
setenced to death by a 
jury 
in 
Judge Garesche’s Division of the 
Circuit Court yesterday afternoon, 
following 
his 
conviction 
on 
a 
charge of attacking Miss Marcia 
E. Herbold, 20 years old. 
of 1140 
Lawn avenue, a stenographer for­ 
merly employed by the Board of 
Education. The date of the crime 
was February 6, last. 
The case was given to the jury 
with instructions by Judge Gare- 
sche that, upon finding the defend­ 
ant guilty, they could fix his pun­ 
ishment either at imprisonment in 
the penitentiary for not less than 
five years or assess the death pen­ 
alty. 
The jury deliberated 44 minutes, 
then returned its virdict pronounc­ 
ing Thurston guilty and assessing 
the maximum penalty. This is the 
first death sentence in St. Louis 
since the restoration of the death 
penalty in Missouri through an act 
of the General Assembly in 1918. 
The offense was committed when 
Miss Herbold, according to her tes­ 
timony, returned home on a Man­ 
chester car. She intended to trans­ 
fer to a Taylor car at King’s High­ 
way, but erroneously left the Man­ 
chester car two blocks west of 
King’s Highway. 
Whet! she started to walk back, 
she said, she saw part of a soldier’s 
overcoat behind a telegraph pole 
in the dark. She became frighten­ 
ed and hesitated, but then walked 
on. 
She was suddenly 
grabbed 
from behind by a man, who said: 
“Don’t scream, I got you.” 
She said the man, whose face she 
could not recognize at first, placed 
a knife at her throat and threat­ 
ened to kill her, if she uttered a 
sound. 
She offered him her money, she 
said, and when the man refused to 
pay attnetion to her pleadings she 
struggled with him in an effort to 
free herself. 
During the struggle, 
she said, she saw the man’s face 
and noticed that he was a negro. 
The man then attacked her, Miss 
Herbold testified. 
The indictment aginst Thurston 
was returned by the grand jury on 
March 19, last.
